and ſurpaſſing the fanoꝛs and graces of foꝛmer times, both in nature and value: 91s Ma⸗ 
ieſtie hath now reſolued, (loꝛ pꝛeuenting offurther trouble, ot all thoſe that would pꝛepare 
themlelues, to be here againſt the time limited by the laſt pꝛoꝛogation) to declare by iNcle 
pꝛeſents, that they ſhall not need, to gine their attendance at the dap appointed, loꝛ any 
ſeruite to be done, as members of this Parliament, becauſe his Nateſtie (foz many good 
Conſiderations, knowen to himſelfe) hath now determined to diſſolue this Parliament, 


by his Commiſſion vnder the greate Scale of England.
